Agony claws my mind. I am a 
statistic. When I first got here I felt 
very much alone. I was overwhelmed 
with grief and I expected to find 
sympathy. 
I found no sympathy. I saw only 
thousands of others whose bodies 
were as badly mangled as mine. I was 
given a number and placed in a 
category. The category was called 
“Traffic Fatalities.” 
The day I died was an ordinary 
school day. How I wish I had taken the 
bus! But I was too cool for the bus. I 
remember how I wheedled the car out 
of Mom. “Special favor,” I pleaded. 
“All the kids drive.” When the 2:50 
bell rang I threw my books in the 
locker. I was free until 8:40 tomorrow 
morning! I ran to the parking lot — 
excited at the thought of driving a car 
and being my own boss. Free! 
It doesn’t matter how the accident 
happened. I was goofing off — going 
too fast. Taking crazy chances. But I 
was enjoying my freedom and having 
fun. The last thing I remembered was 
passing an old lady who seemed to be 
going 
awfully 
slow. 
I 
heard 
a 
deafening crash and felt a terrific 
jolt. Glass and steel flew everywhere. 
My whole body seemed to be turning 
inside out. I heard myself scream. 
Suddenly, I awakened. It was very 
quiet. A police officer was standing 
over me. Then I saw a doctor. My 
body was mangled. I was saturated 
with blood. Pieces of jagged glass 
were sticking out all over. Strange 
that I couldn’t feel anything. Hey. 
Don't pull that sheet over my head. I 
can’t be dead. I’m only 17. I’ve got a 
date tonight. I’m supposed to grow up 
and have a wonderful life. I haven’t 
lived yet. I can’t be dead. 
Later I was placed in a drawer. My 
folks had to identify me. Why did they 
have to see me like this? Why did I 
have to look at Mom’s eyes when she 
faced the most terrible ordeal of her 
life? Dad suddenly looked like an old 
man. He told the man in charge, “Yes 
— he is our son.” 
The 
funeral 
was a 
weird 
ex­ 
perience. I saw all my relatives and 
friends walk toward the casket. They 
passed by, one by one, and looked at 
me with the saddest eyes I’ve ever 
seen. Some of my buddies were 
crying. A few of the girls touched my 
hand and sobbed as they walked 
away. 
Please — somebody — wake me up! 
Get me out of here. I can’t bear to see 
my mom and dad so broke up. My 
grandparents are so racked with grief 
they can barely walk. My brother and

IV2 t. salt 
Beat: I egg 
Add: 5 T. water 
I t. vinegar

and fit into pan. Can be rerolled 
many times without becoming 
tough.

Mrs. Gibson views Moon pjper Patter 
Shot from Press Gallery 


by Mrs. Everett Gibson 
My being present with an 
estimated one million visitors to 
see three astronauts begin 
their trip to the Moon was my 
dream of this Space Age. 
The rum bling 6.4 m illion 
pound Apollo 16 rocket blasted 
from the launch pad at Cape 
Kennedy at 12:54 p.m., April 16, 
1972, on its way toward m an’s 
fifth landing on the moon. 
Thanks to the power of the 
press and news media, we were 
seated in a covered grandstand, 
protected from the hot sun while 
over 
7,000 
governm ent 
dignitaries blistered in their 
open-air seats a half mile to our 
left. 
C a m e r a s 
w e r e 
every where,...little ones, huge 
mobile units, and one large 
camera that was operated by 
three ladies; all photographers 
were intent on getting the best 
pictures possible. 
Im agine 
insignificant me, representing 
The 
Ham lin 
H erald, 
and 
receiving equal treatment in the 
reserved section for reporters 
as 
did 
reporters 
from 
Associated Press, Time and 
Life 
Magazine, 
neuters 
In­ 
ternational, 
News-Science, 
Aerospace News of London, 
Today’s Space Age 
of Cocoa 
Beach, Fla., Japanese repor­ 
ters and m any others. Of 
course, television cam eras 
from NBC, CBS, ABC, and 
numerous smaller broadcasting 
stations were in evidence. My 
son was near enough to speak to 
John Chancellor of NBC. 
Our vantage point for watch­ 
ing the launch was directly 
back of the count-down clock 
which is seen on TV. Our stands 
faced the rocket which was on 
the launch pad about two miles 
away. Directly in front of the 
clock was a canal of water that 
was backed up from Banana 
River. Believe me, two miles 
away was near enough! When 
the rocket was fired, the ground 
we stood on shook and waves 
formed on the water in the 
canal. 
Excitement mounted as time 
for the blastoff became closer. 
Finally at fifteen m inutes 
before zero hour, all the 
reporters 
and 
cam eram en 
swarmed out of the grandstand 
to places near the canal. There 
in the opening we could follow 
the ascension of the rocket with 
our cameras. I felt at home 
standing on the sandy, loam soil 
which was covered with patches 
of grassburrs. 
Time ticked off too rapidly 
those last 
five minutes 
as 
everyone was busily checking 
last details before picture 
taking. Then billows of white 
smoke emerged, followed by 
streaks of the brightest flames I 
had ever seen, and within 
seconds there was a crackling 
boom, 
the 
rocket 
fired. 
Momentarily it appeared to 
remain still; then it began to lift 


off on its way to the moon with 
Com m ander 
Captain 
John 
Young, Lt. Col. Charles Duke, 
and Lt. Commander T. Ken 
Mattingly II aboard. 
The 
blastoff happened 
so 
suddenly that one hardly had 
time to take pictures; for a few 
m om ents we were inactive 
because we were awed by the 
event. Then action was the 
word...snap, snap, grind, grind, 
grind went the sounds of 
cameras. Those press groups 
which had m ore than one 
photographer were at an ad­ 
vantage because the workers 
took turn applauding and taking 
pictures of the breathtaking 
event. 
The cloud formation over the 
launch site caused the rocket to 
vanish behind a cloud screen; 
then zip it went, raising higher 
as it scattered the clouds into 
lacy patterns. Soon the rocket 
was boosted to approximately 
43 miles and the first stage of 
the Saturn 5 launch vehicle 
dropped off into the Atlantic 
Ocean. The second stage took 
over, pushing the spacecraft to 
an altitude of about 114 miles 
where it, too, burned out. When 
the third stage ignited to push 
the spacecraft toward Earth 
orbit, we left our press site but 
not before Apollo 16 and its 
courageous crew were given a 
rousing salute from a thrilled 
earthly crowd. 
H urriedly 
each 
group 
silently folded or packed their 
equipment and boarded nearby 
buses for the slow, bumper to 
bumper traffic jam back to the 
press parking lot 25 miles away 
in Cocoa Beach, Fla. 
Our bus was fortunate to be 
among the first to reach Cocoa 
Beach. We quickly loaded into 
our rented car and started the 
drive to Orlando, Fla. From the 
car radio, we heard the star­ 
tling news that the rocket had 
already completed one orbit 
around the earth...Some speed 
as compared to our slow ride of 
25 miles from the launch site! 
Our slow drive from Cocoa 
Beach to Orland was without a 
cool, refreshing soft drink 
because the cold drink machine 
had been empty for hours. 
Imagine supplying drinks for a 
million visitors! 
We arrived at Orlando Air­ 
port five hours ahead of our 
flight schedule and due to the 
traffic jam , forty government 
dignitaries failed to show for the 
flight out to Atlanta, Ga., and 
we were able to secure seats on 
the early flight. Thus we 
arrived in Atlanta, the tran ­ 
sportation hub of the South, at 
6:15 
p.m . 
Sunday. 
This 
beautiful, historic city with its 
many restful parks and lovely 
flowers was an ideal place to 
spend the first peaceful night of 
our trip. 
At IO a.m. Monday, we left 
Atlanta for familiar Texas. On 
the flight to Houston, we had 


time to reflect on the highlights 
of our trip in addition to the 
launch. One outstanding event 
for us was to go to dinner with 
Dr. Fred Horz, geology crew 
trainer for the astronauts on 
Apollo 16. He and his Greek 
f r i e n d , 
H e l e n 
Pausjiofopovlavionia, a math 
specialist, 
enjoyed 
the 
suc­ 
cessful launch, and we Texans 
marvelled at the vast amount of 
knowledge 
that 
Dr. 
Horz 
possessed; yet, he relaxed with 
us at a fish dinner at Captain 
Ed’s restaurant on Saturday 
night. 
Other moments for us to 
remember were the power of 
mass communication and the 
hospitality we enjoyed on the 
press tours, the enormous 
transportation problems that 
were capably 
handled 
by 
veteran transportation direc­ 
tors, and the serious dedication 
of the people who witnessed the 
launch. 
My thanks to our son Dr. 
Everett K. Gibson, geochemist 
at NASA Manned Spacecraft 
Center Houston for persuading 
me to go as his guest, and a 
special thank you to Mr. and 
Mrs. Bob Craig of The Hamlin 
Herald for 
allowing me to 
represent their paper with a 
press badge that opened doors 
for me to attend all meetings.

Crawford C. M artin jarred 
legislators with an opinion that 
they are prohibited from hiring 
not only their own relatives but 
those of other lawmakers. 
The opinion, requested by 
new House Speaker Rayford 
Price, thus declared illegal a 
long-standing practice which, 
only within the last few weeks, 
has 
a ttra cted 
w idespread 
critical attention. 
Meanwhile, State Sen. David 
Ratliff of Stam ford, whose 
family hiring practices 
and 
son-and-daughter job swapping 
with 
another 
legislator 
triggered a threatened in­ 
vestigation, said he may resign. 
More than 40 legislators 
freely admit relatives were on 
the state payroll (usually in the 
Senate for House m embers’ 
kinfolks and in the House for the 
Senate kin) during the last five 
years. Many of the cases in­ 
volved nothing m ore than 
legislators’ children working as 
pages, but combined salaries of 
the improperly-hired totalled 
more than $120,000 since 1967. 
Martin said an article of the 
penal code forbids a member of 
one house of the legislature 
from hiring a relative (within 
restricted degrees by both blood 
and marriage) of a member of 
either house when the employee 
is paid from public funds. 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes issued 
prompt orders that any Senate 
employee related to a legislator 
will be dropped from payroll 
immediately. 
House Speaker Rayford Price 
said 
he 
also 
plans 
full 
cooperation. 
With one state representative 
indicted for allegedly 
using 
state postage stamps to buy a 
pickup truck and another known 
to have leased furniture for his 
state office from his own firm, 
the 
House 
adm inistration 
committee also proposed new 
lim itations on 
law m akers’ 
expense accounts. 
NO NEW TAXES: Smith 
Gov. Preston Sm ith, in a 
statewide campaign speech via 
television, threatened to veto 
any tax bill passed by the 
legislature in special session 
this summer. 
“I will present a budget that 
will require no new taxes, and I 
will 
use 
every 
available 
authority of the governor’s 
office to insure that such a 
budget is enacted by the 
legislature,” said Smith. 
Smith claimed he is the only 
candidate for governor who 
“can and will insure that taxes 
will not be higher in 1973.” 
Financial 
observers 
are 
waiting to see how the governor 
is going to shave the 1973 budget 
by an estimated $150 million to 
avoid another tax bill. He may 
rely on 
increased 
federal 
revenue-sharing or an in­ 
creasingly-improved 
revenue 
picture.
